We 
were not aware that the scope of 
Student Government's activities is 
expected to be of so extensive a 
nature. 

In .suggesting a semi-weekly 
Kernel. Student Government sought 
to act in the interests of thase stu- 
dents who believe that it is the 
function of a school paper to print 
all news items ooneqmhig student 
activities which merit publication. 
It is no reflection upon the Kernel 
staff that the University enrollment 
has grown larger within the past few 
years and that there has been a 
corresponding increase in student 
activities. 

In appointing a committee to con- 
fer with the JoumaUsa department 
and the staff at the Kentucky 
Kernel, it was the intention of 
Student Oovemment Association to 
request that less news space be de- 
voted to adverti.sement and more at- 
tention be given to items of student 
interests. 

This committee was informed that 
advertising is contracted upon an 
annual basis, and, furthermore, that 
the manner in which the Kernel 
printing presses are set up renders 
impractical the publication of a 
paper of more than eight pages. 
In view of thesaKa^ts, a semi-waekly

body. This suggestion met with 

faculty approval, but was not at first I 
warmly received by the .staff itself ' 
who looked with a.skance upon the 
extra amount of work involved. 

The .so-called "masterpiece of 
manipulation" by Student Govern- 
ment's committee lay in the forth- 
right suggestion to the editors of 
the Kernel that the sUff of the 
paper be doubled in order to pub- 
lish one OMke issue per wtA. It is 
the observation of the committee 
that there are numerous students 
who. although desirous of working, 
on the Kernel, have been unable to 
secure positions on an already over- 
crowded staff. Many of these stu- 
dents are Journalism majors. This 
suggestion of the committee was 
not, however, acceptable to the 
Kernel student authorities, the ob- 
jection being, as one top-ranking 
member phrased it. "I want to be 
'whole-hog' or nothing. " 

Diu'ing the course of the confer- 
ence, the Student Government com- 
mittee was assured that the mechan- 
ical detaik dananded by the print- 
ing of a semi-weekly puMicaUon 
could be worked out by the begin- 
ning of the next semester. The com- 
mittee presented this information 
to Student Government at one of 
its usual Monday night meetings; 
at this same time, the Association, 
acting upon the facts as they were 
reported, made the request to the 
Kernel that a seml-wedcly paper be 
printed, publication to commence 
as soon as is conveniently possible. 
In conclusion, it can be stated 



that Student Oovemment Associa- 
tion has no authority to control the I 
policies and procedures of the Ken- | 
tucky ICei ncI. No aticn:pt has been | 
matie by Student Government to 
dictate to the Kernel or to HBte- 
mine its |>resent set up. 

However, since a send-weekly 
paper is within the realm of 
mechanical possibility and since, 
in the interests of the student body, 
its publication is warranted. Stu- 
dent Government ha.s requested that 
the Kpiih 1 undertake to print two 
issu"- W'lk... It Is a suggestion 
wliich the staff should consider 
seriously, not in tbe Ught o< a 
"manipulation". 

I h.ave sought to point out that 
these measures introduced by Stu- 
dent Government fall within the 
realm of the Association's responsi- 
bilities and powers. In closing, if i- 
perhaps in order to call attenriti;.
